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I, Burton A. Amernick, Esq., hereby declare that: 

1 . I am an attorney with the successor of the law firm that represented MCI 
Communications Corporation ("MCI"), the assignee of the above identified US Patent 
application, in 1995. Mr. Lisheng Huang is the sole inventor of the invention disclosed and 
claimed in U.S. Patent Application No. 08/575,433, filed December 20, 1995 ("the present 
application"), and my law firm's billing records and other documents establish that Mr. Huang 
conceived of this invention prior to September 20, 1995. 

2. In 1995, the name of the law firm representing Mr. Huang was Pollock, Vande 
Sande & Priddy R.L.L.P (the "Pollock Firm"). I was an attorney with the Pollock Firm, as 
was Townsend Belser. One of our clients was MCI Communications Corporation ("MCI"), 
and we handled numerous patent prosecutions for MCI. The Pollock Firm dissolved and 
attorneys remaining joined Connolly Bove Lodge & Hutz LLP ("Connolly Bove"), and I am 
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now an attorney with Connolly Bove. As a partner at Connolly Bove, I am one of the 
custodians of that firm's documents. I have spent substantial amounts of time collecting and 
reviewing documents relating to this matter, and I have personal knowledge that the 
documents attached hereto are authentic documents of the Pollock Firm, and now Connolly 
Bove, kept in the ordinary course of business. 

3.. A communication was sent to Mr. Huang from the Pollock Firm prior to 
September 20, 1995, that provided three documents for Mr. Huang to consider in relation to 
his invention. Exhibit A includes a redacted copy of that communication. Exhibit A further 
includes a redacted copy of the Pollock Firm's billing records relating to that communication. 

4. Exhibit B further includes a redacted copy of the Pollock Firm's billing 
records relating a facsimile sent to the Pollock Firm, dated prior to September 20, 1995, 
which included additional information from the inventor regarding the invention. 

5. A telephone conference was conducted between Mr. Huang and the Pollock 
Firm prior to September 20, 1995, in which Mr. Huang's invention was discussed. Exhibit C 
includes a redacted copy of the Pollock Firm's billing records relating to this telephone 
conference. 

6. A communication was sent to Patentee (a patent search firm) from the Pollock 
Firm prior to September 20, 1995, that provided draft claims for Mr. Huang's invention. 
Exhibit D includes a redacted copy of the communication. Exhibit D further includes a 
redacted copy of the Pollock Firm's billing records relating to this communication. 

7. A communication was sent to Mr. Huang from the Pollock Firm prior to 
September 20, 1995, that provided search result documents for Mr. Huang to consider in 
relation to his invention. Exhibit E includes a redacted copy of the communication. Exhibit 
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E further includes a redacted copy of the Pollock Firm's billing records relating to this 
communication. 

8. A first draft of the present application was completed prior to September 20, 
1995 by the Pollock Firm. A letter accompanying and referencing the completed first draft 
patent application was written by the Pollock Firm and sent to Mr. Huang at MCI. Exhibit F 
includes a redacted copy of the letter. Exhibit F further includes a redacted copy of the 
Pollock Firm's billing records relating to the first draft. 

9. Exhibit G includes a redacted copy of the Pollock Firm's billing records 
relating to an electronic mail message prior to September 20, 1995, regarding a search of prior 
art.. 

10. A communication forwarding a second draft of the patent application was sent 
by the Pollock Firm to Mr. Huang at MCI on November 15, 1995. Exhibit H includes a copy 
of the communication. Exhibit H further includes a redacted copy of the Pollock Firm's 
attorneys' billing records relating to the second draft patent application. 

11. A facsimile was sent by Mr. Huang to the Pollock Firm on November 30, 
1995, which included Mr. Huang's comments on the second draft patent application. Exhibit 
I includes a redacted copy of the Pollock Firm's billing records relating to this facsimile. 

12. A letter forwarding a final draft of the patent application was sent by the 
Pollock Firm to MCI on December 1, 1995, with a copy to Mr. Huang. Exhibit J includes a 
copy of the letter. Exhibit J further includes a redacted copy of the Pollock Firm's billing 
records relating to the final draft. 

13. I further declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and, further, 
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that these statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like 
so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of 
the United States Code and that such willful false statements made jeopardize the validity of 
the application or any patent issuing therefrom.
